PARIS, Sept-.20.—A ‘significant docu- 
meént-in the form of a confidential serv- 
ice order has been found: on a German 
prisoner recently captured. The order 
is dated Sept, 14 and was issued by the 
Chief of the General Staff cf the Third} 
Army Group to the officers. 

It refers to the ‘ new battle-engines | 
the enemy, whose csuelty | 
is equaled by their efficiency,” evi- 
dently “meaning, the new armored auto- |} 
mobiles used by the British, the so- | 
called tanks. ‘‘ No doubt,”’ says the 
order, ‘‘the enemy will intensify the 
use of these monstrous engines and 
measures must be taken to combat them 
as far as possible.”’ 

The ordér also says that: the recent 
Anglo-French attacks are but a prelude 
of what is shortly to be expected, and 
enjoins the commanding officers to pre- 
Pare gradually.the inferiors and accus- 
tom them to take over the commands 
for all eventualities.. The officers are 
also informed that the attacked -posi- 
tions must be held at all costs, what- 
ever the intensity of the bombardment, 
and that officers whose men do not 
fight .to the death are liable to court- 
martial.

RAILROADS T0 SEEK 
‘HELP FROM WILSON 


Hush Criticism. of. 8-Hour Law 
and Prepare to Face 
Newlands Committee.

The Railway BExécutives’ Advisory 
Committee, composed of executives of 
the fourteen largest railroad systems 
in the United States, met at 61 Broad- 
way yesterday, but:the ahnouncement 
that the railroad .Presidents were going 
to plan a way to nullify the eight-hour 
law proved an error. The eight-hour 
law yveceived only. perfunctory .attention 
at the meeting; and the railway heads 
spent the day figuring. on how to pre- 
sent’ to the Newlands Transportation 
Committee of Congréss a case strong 
enough to get the Federal Regulation 
act they hope President Wilson ‘will put 

through at the short session. 

It became known that not a small per- 
centage of the railroad Presidents in 
the committee who were biiter against 
Wilson three weeks ago when the eight- 
hour law was passed to head off. the 
railway brotherhoods from a national 
strike will vote. for the.

The alligator type of tractor is twenty- 
five feet long and carries six guns and 
fs armored to withstand shells up to 
three inches; two guns are forward, two 
are aft and one on each side. The cater- 
pillar type is twelve feet long. The al- 
apg red travels at the rate of eight miles 
an hour.

such efforts been demanded of an army 
under such difficult circumstances. In 
other words, in the opinion of the 
French press, the message implies that 
the Verdun attack has ended in a check- 
mate. The fact is the Verdun front 
has relapsed into comparative calm and 
it is known that a large part of the 
German heavy artillery has been trans- 
ferred to other sectors where urgently 
needed.

In making our estimates of 
strength: for the next year we must 
take for our basis of calculatian of ‘the 
German ‘strength that whichis Mast 
favorable; for us., We know the :num- 
ber of German divisions in the field and 
we must: assume: they afe or can. be 
brought tp to strength... We must still 
admit large reserves behind them. The 
sweeping up into German factories and 
farms of: able bodied men and women 
in Belgium and-in the nine provinces 
of France occupied. by the énemy, com- 
bined with the utilization’ of Poles -for 
military purposes will produce-a large 
accession of .strength for the German 
armies. . The 1917 and 1918 classes ‘of 
recruits in ‘Germany have not yet 
taken the. field. There is a constant 
reflux to.the front of wounded. who 
have recovered.) Lastly, we must admit 
as possible that before Germany accepts 
defeat she: will call on all youths and 
men fit to bear arms between the ages 
of 15 and 90 and’ thus hope to wear us 
out by a'long phase of victorious résis- 
tance.

Bravo!""’ when “Blue” cavalrymen, | 
charging through the streets, gave in-| 
vading ‘‘Red’’ infantrymen lusty strokes 
with the flat of sabres. 

It was a great day for Hidalgo and 
Mexico. Even the Mexican school at 
Hidalgo suspended classes for the day, 
and the school master took his chil- 
dren to the roof of..the two-story. brick 
building so that they could see .the 
“ Gringoes " in revolutiqn. The fifteen 
American inhabitants of the village of 
500 remained in their barricaded refuge, 
an old brick building that was once the 
county seat of Hidalgo County, or in 
their stone houses. hTey ‘were satis- 
fied that the manoeuvre was only a 
sham, but this bloodless revolution was 
satisfying to the Mexicans, and eyen 
the old ‘‘ bandit " who sold soda water 
to the soldiers later in the afternoon 
quietly remarked, ‘‘Viva Los Grin- 
goes.’ , 





Mexican Troops ‘Look On. 


Major Juan de la Flores,.Mexican com- 
mandant at Reynosa, could not be dis- 
tinguished among the, spectators on the 
south side of the river, although the 
nondescript’ uniforms of his soldiers 
could be geen even without glasses. 
When Major Gen. O’Ryan planned the 
manoeuyre at Hidalgo he wrote Major 
Flores that the mericans were to prac- 
tice a movement aiding Mexican forces 
‘in the» expulsion of a foreign foe that 
held the State of Tamaulipas, and asked 
if the commandant would have objvc- 
tion to a plan of sending troops so close 
to the broder. The Major replied in 
florid language that ‘‘the Americans 
could as far as they liked.”’ 

Mex enjoyed the battle until, as a 
final part of the exercise, the seventh, 
the Twelfth, and the Sixty-ninth infan- 
try regiments suddenly advanced to the 
edge of the river bank, set up their ma-

Bombardment of Reynosa. 


Half an hour afterward the “ blue” 
infantry had taken the town, the artil- 
lery had begun the bombardment of 
Reynosa, using as an objective the 
tower of the old cathedral built more 
than 200 years ago by the Jesuit 
Fathers. Observation towers for range 
finders were erected quickly and the 
artillerymen rushed from caisson to gun 
breech in their drills, 

Meantime Company E of the Twenty 
Second Engineers had begun the con- 
struction of a huge raft to convey an 
advance party across the river, and the 
Signal Corps had strung eighteen miles 
of wire connecting the advance troops 
with the imaginary ‘“ blue" division and 
had set up radio apparatus.

Public and private: efforts calculated

productive citizens of the German, Em- / 


pire are sharply condemned and the de- 
struction of these useless members of 


| soctety in the interest of German. effi- 


ciency and productivity is recommended 
in an article in a recent issue of the 
Berliner Staatsbiirger-Zeitung, one of 
the most influential of the conservative 
and junker organs: The article, which 
is entitled ‘‘More Hardheartedness,”’ 
reads, in part, as fvuilows: 


‘‘ Uneounted millions of marks are lost. 


to the. collective wealth of the people 
every year. Chunks of flesh that bear 
no resemblance to human beings, and 
whose expressions of feelings do not 
even disclose a soul, are laboriously kept 
in existence. 
create vaiues, honorable persons believe 
they are acting meritoriously when they 
allow values to be consumed in the 
maintenance of homes for cripples and 
insane asylums. 

“Intelligent students of sociology, 
men and women with hearts and feel- 
ings, demand a law forbidding the mar- 
riage of sick persons. But the prole- 
tarian way of looking at things seeks 
to draw ‘us still further into the bot- 
tomless quagmire to the edge of which 
we have been brought by mistaken pity. 
In opposition to this must be raised 
the cry of ‘More hardheartedness.’ 

“To him’. whose family includes such 
a sick member, the demand for its de- 
struction may seem hard and cruel. But 
we should. ascertain if. its absence 
would be an injury or a benef‘t to the 
comraunity, or, indeed, to the family it- 
self.. No one, neither parents nor 
brothers, has the right to proteet the 
life that is sinking out of existence.

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The contention of the Marconi Wire- 
' Yess Telegraph Company of America 
that the De Forest Radio Telephone 
and ‘Telegraph Company had mfringed 
, its rights to the sole use.and ownership 
of the patent covering the Fleming de- 
tector was bustained yesterddy in an 
opinion written by Judge Julius M. 
Mayer of the Federal District Court. 
Dr.. John Ambrose Fleming, an Eng- 
lish educator, invented ‘the detector in 
1905, and almost immediately thereafter 
the Marconi Company obtained the 
rights to its use. 
- While the invention fs more than ten 
“years old, it has never been improved 
upon by any other discovery for making 
more resonant _ the messages sent 
through the air. It was preceded by 
many other contrivances; variously 
known as the coheérer, which was a glass 
tube- filled .with filings; the Orystal 
‘detector, the magnetic detector, and the 
electro-lytic detector that was invented 
ty. Proféssor Fessenden. Dr. Fiem- 
ing’s - invention located the detector 
“@way from the immediate neighborhood 
of. the receiving apparatus. .It made 
it possible to hear at some distance from 
the instrument, and so assured the ‘ac- 
curate taking of the words without fre- 
quent reliance upon the context, as was 
mecessary under the older devices. 

William B. Vansize of counsel for the 
Marconi Company said yesterday that 
the De Forest Company had been using 
a device set within the globe of a lamp, 
but that the idea was taken from the! 
invention of Dr. Fleming, and was! 
clearly an infringement of the patent 
owned by the Marconi Company. 

In his decision Judge. Mayer said that 
mo matter what differences of opinion 
might exist between men of science in 
Tespect to the theories by which they 
accountd for the movement and action 
of the unseen forces concerning which 
testimony had been taken during the 
trial of the cause the solution of tho 
igsues at bar was not very difficult, 
because courts placed their decisions 
upon things demonstrable. and could 
speculate. as to theories concerning 
which authorities did not agree.

It has a qualiy 
which—whether you relish the fact or 
not, “and there is no particular reason 
why you'should seriously object—is: of 
infrequent occurrence among the prop- 
erties of the contemporary American 
For ‘‘ Caroline’”’ has ele- 
gance.

TO SAVE FOREST WASTE. 

There is great and. deplorable waste 
in the lumber industry,. The mahu- 
facturers say that, on an average, 65 
per cent. of every tree cut does not 
reach the consumer, but is thrown 
away. In other fields we are now 
utilizing much- that formérly was 
lost.. This. is especially noticeable in 
the work of. by-product coke. ovens 
and. in the saving of acids at smelting 
plants. The time may. come’ when 
paper can be made profitably from 
cotton. stalks. Any legal, fair, and 
reasonable plan for preventing forest 
waste deserves careful consideration 
by Federa) authorities. 

In a long statement filed a few 
days_ago with the Federal - Trade 
Commission, the National . Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association proposes 
&@ plan and asks the. commission to 
decide whether it is at variance ‘with 
the anti-frust law. It involves an 
agreement: by manufacturers that 
they .will not sell below the cost. of 
production, and the establishment of 
@ score.of sales agencies. Selling be- 
low cost by some, in a kind of cut- 
throat competition, they assert, is. the 
chief cause of waste, because it. forces 
others to take the “‘ cream of the for- 
est” and to throw away much that 
has less value, although it ought. to 
be utilized. Only by co-operation can 
Abuses be eliminated. Such an agree- 
ment as they suggest would not; they 
say, interfere ‘with fair competition. 
They would Wave the commission 
make. investigations as to. cost of 
production. As this varies with local- 
ities and the Kinds of wood, the task 
fs ‘riot afi easy one. While the agree- 
ment; if it should be permitted-and 
made; would not cause such uni- 
formity of prices as a combination 
clearly unlawful might establish, it 
would probably increase to some ex- 
tent the rates paid by consumers. 
But they and the nation would 
eventually gain something by the dis- 
continuance of wasteful practices and 
a saving of natural resources. 

The subject is one of so much im- 
portance that undoubtedly the com- 
mission will give due weight to the 
facts and arguments which the as- 
sociation has submitted. If it finds 
that what is proposed is not forbidden 
by law and involves. no injustice, the 
manufacturers may reasonably ex- 
pect that it will-assist them in the 
work which they are ready to do.

of -politics. . It was the best; without 
it Bacon would not have got a much 
biggér vote than did the gentleman 
who ran against Governor WHITMAN. 
WHITMAN is unpopular, CaLDER is. pop- 
ular,. there was no uprising against the 
organization, no antimachine cry, 
and there was no protest: vote. That 
is shown by WHITMAN’s almost un- 
opposed nomination, though he was 
the least popular man on the organ- 
ization ticket. CALDER was not op- 
posed as a machine candidate; if he 
had been, WHITMAN would havé been, 
too. The votes against CALDER ‘were 
cast for a man who fairly shrieked 
his sympathy with the Allies, his de- 
testation of the man who brought on 
the war, his belief in . straightout 
Americanism as a foreign policy, and 
who even advocated compulsory mili- 
tary service. 

The moral is that “ aunts tiie ® 
does not pay, that it does not attract 
votes, that the candidate who wants 
to. be shrewd and smart and “ slick” 
and get ‘votes by taking the popular 
side has been mistaken about which is 
the popular side. It is not only pa- 
triotic to repel the hyphen vote and 
speak out flatly for Americanism; it 
is also profitable in-the matter of 
»votes. Mr. HuGues, starting on his 
second tour, might well study the re- 
sults in the New York primaries.

CHECKING CITY SALARY .COSTS. 

The committee upon the new bud- 
get, according to yesterday’s report, 
ordered the salaries of two Kings 
County. court stenographers raised 
from $2,700 to $2,900, despite the 
criticism that .those are high prices 
for such work, It appears that there 
was nothing else to do. Under the 
State law the Justices have the 
power to fix the salaries, and the city 
has no option about the payment. 
Although the salaries will be pafd, a 
protest was entered,.and it was 
recommended that the amen@ment of 
the law. should be sought. That the 
amendment will be. opposed is sure. 
It attacks the discretion of the Jus- 
tices, if not their good faith, and. stich 
prerogatives are hard to abolish. 

It is in Just such cases that the ex- 
istence of a standard is useful. There 
is nothing personal about the applica- 
tion of a rule, and the burden is upon 
those who attack the rule. Referring 
to the Tirrell standards, it appears 
that “the duties of incumbents of 
“these positions (court stenographers) 
“require the highest degree of steno- 
“graphic skill and a wide knowledge 
“of court procedure.” The range of 
salary fixed is from $2,100 to- $2,940, 
the highest rating being. after two 
years’ experience. The fact that the 
Tustices have ordered the highest sal- 
ary allowable under the standard is 
all that appears on the record, and 
does not make out a clear case 
against either the Justices or the 
atenographers.. On the other hand, if 
the same amount were to be paid 
under the standards the city’s secur- 
ity would, be greater. : 

The case is stronger respecting the 
Kings County Librarian. Hé receives 
$4,200, the specifications calling for 
$1,800 to $2,820. His assistant receives 
$2,500, the maximum. standard speci- 
fication being’ $1,500. These cases are 
not conspicuous, and therein. lies 
their importance. The _ $100,000,000 
salary account is made-up of a mul- 
titude of inconspicuous. cases, and 
the dollars. dribble away for lack of 
a standard by which to test the 
reasonableness either of the pay- 
-ments or of the motions for the re- 
duction. It is*by reference to. the 
rule and the specifications. that the 
salary reformers will make most 
progress. Zeal is shown by. arbitrary 
recommendations of decreases by tens 
‘and twenties of dollars, and there are 
many such. But danger exists of ¢x- 
hausting public interest by a multl- 
plicity of details which are attacked 
and defended as matters of: discretion 
about which either side might. .be 
right. or wrong. The impersonal ap- 
plication of impersonal standards ts 
the right way of dealing with .a 
matter abounding in such doubtful)

No strike begun for just reasons 
has need of violence to gain its.ends., 
Public opinion ‘is never unjust to, 
labor, its inclination ’{s..to be,.if-any- 
thing, over-sympathetic with attempts 
to imprové labor ‘conditions. Law- 
lessness is a. ptetty sure indication: of 
a bad. strike, it is the almost unfailing 
accompaniment of a failing strike. 
Mr; FITZGERALD can put:a stop to dis- 
order .by ceasing his agitation. He 
no Jonger: has any proper standing in 
labor affairs in New York,City. He is 
repudiated by the very men he pro- 
fessed to be. serving. He does not 
represent the right to organize, his 
strike was not begun nor is it con- 
tinued in defense of that right. He 
represents nothing in the world but an 
attempt to force his kind. of union 
organization upon a body of men who 
prefer their own union to his. He 
is not at‘all the leader of a struggle 
of. labor against its employers, but 
in a fight of one union against 
another. The public has no sympathy 
for such endeavors, Reason’ and jus- 
tice forbid sympathy with an attenipt 
to coerce men to give up their own 
union and become members of 
another. , 

In his larger and wickeder designs 
to bring about a ‘general strike Mr. 
FuTzGERALD is bound to fail, as he 


Uhas failed in his minor purpose. But 


as.it is always easy. to make trouble, 
he may be.the cause of-further crimes 
against the peace and order of the 
city. Anybody can see that he is do- 
ing the cause of labor a great ‘deal 
of harm. It is rather trying to a pub- 
lic altogether disposed to be sympa- 
thetic with the just complaints of 
labor to see a labor leader following 
such unworthy and evil courses as he 
has chosen to pursue. It would be 
well if. Mr. Gomprers would take it 
upon himself to give Mr. FiTzGERALD 
some much needed counsels of good 
sense and prudence.

consumer,”’ Commissioner Hartigan 
stands out, lonely and conspicuous, as 
one who fights for him. “Mr. Hartigan 
fe head of the Mayor's -Bureau’ of 
Weights and Measures, and he has. been 
fighting hard to make the bakers live 
up to the promises contained in their 
bread -Jabels. He contends, rightly 
enough, that though the price of flour 
and of the other materials of the baker's 
art has gone up, that ‘is no reason why 
ten-ounce loaves should be permitted to 
masquerade undéer twelve-ounce labels. 
Accordingly, Mr.- Haatraan -is employ- 
ing the processes of the law, to con- 
vince. bakers that honesty |{s,. after al), 
the best policy, and the consuming pub- 
lic hopes devoutly that the courts will 
sustain. fils. efforts. 

The ‘Commissioner, however, -is not 
content with seeking to enforce the law 
against delinquent bakers. He offers 
to housewives the suggestion that more 
of.them should bake their own bread. 
A’ campaign to this end, Mr. Haarican 
thinks, * would .be a good thing if it 
could “be- made effective.”” We fear 
there are: many people, including house- 
‘wives, .who. will take exception to the 
Commissioner's statement. The ‘* bread 
that mother used to makdéd’’ has.gone 
out of vogue, not because’ the modern 
housewife. is .too “Juxury.. loving '’. to 
do her own baking, .but because it was 
really more expenaive than the manu- 
factured ‘articlé ‘made in large. quanti- 
ties. . The’ dig baking companies,. by 
subdivision of labor, by cheap purchase 
of raw. materials, and by the installa- 
tion Of up-to-date machinery, have at- 
tained a degree of efficiency which. en- 
ables thenr to offer moré bread and bet- 
ter. bread. for. leas. than the. housewife 
can make it.

Federal Government is 
expending $250,000’ in: improving roads 
and trails and the construction of a new 
electric power plant to supply the hotela}:

Report on Check Collection Plan. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York made public yesterday its first re- 
port of the working of the new check 
collection plan inaugurated two months 
ago.

Demand” Keeps. Pace with Prices 
That Promise to Go. Higher. 


Constantly. increasing demand for iron’ 


and steél has kept pace with increas- 
ing prices: in-all lines. During the last 
week .the railroads have come into the 
market with exceptionally heavy orders, 
being’ unable to defer purchases longer. 

Chicago reports an active demand for 
the usually sluggish pig iron. The 
Iron Age.says: 

The drift of the steel trade is toward 
higher prices and greater difficulties in 
delivéry. In brief, the situation ‘is that 
Europe Will take whatever amount of steel 
American mills will agree to deliver when 
wanted, and that domestic buyers are 
providing for their wants in the first half 
of 1917 at prices they were unwilling to 
consider two months ago. 

Consumers aie acting on the more def- 
inite signs that with the war prolonged 
through 1917 the steel works of the coun- 
try. will continue to have to choose be- 
tween. buyers. A significant case is the 
buying of 280 locomotives by the New 
York. Central. Deliveries bre not wanted 
before the last quarter of 1917. Loco, 
motive. works could’ build them earlier, 
but the railroad looked rather to the steel 
situation and to the large impending for- 
elgn orders. 

The placing here of 1,000 locomotives 
and thovsands of cars for Russia is a 
matter of a short time and the car re- 
quirements of France and Italy are put. 
at. 20,000 to 30,000. In the home market 
about 7,000 are to be bid on, of which 
2,500 are for the Missouri Pacific, | 2,000 
for the Western Maryland.and 2,000 for 
the M. & T. f 5,000 just placed, 
3,000 are for the New York Centra) and 
the seller of these has covered for steel 
for the second. quarter of 1917. 

To what pass the plate situation is 
coming is seen in the placing of three 
vessels at a Pacific .Coast .yard for the 
first quarter of ‘1918 or ‘nearly eighteen 
months ahead. On large lots of plates 
for. delivery in the first half of next year 
as high as 4c has been quoted. Includ- 
ing 68,000 tong on: which the Government 
took Bids this week, nearly 300,000 tons 
of plates have been before the mills. lately 
in the effort to make sure of deliveries 
when wanted.

LOSING THE TOY MARKETS. 
Germany will Have Hot Competi- 


tion When the War Ends. 


BERNE, Switzerland, Sept. 5, (Cor- 
respondence of The Associated Press.)— 
Perhaps no single industry in Germany 


has suffered so much from the war as. 


that of toy-making. In the last peace 
year Germany's toy trade aggregated 
140,000,000 “marks, or $35,000,000, of 
which more than $25,000,000 was export 
business and the larger part to America. 
Since the war this figure has‘ dropped 
nearly two-thirds. What is worse/still 
for the German manufacturers. js the 
fact that other~countries have taken 
up. this industry, and the Germans will 
find it hard to recover their. lost 
markets. : ¢ : 
More than any other ‘branch of indus- 
try the German toy trade sent its prod- 
ucts throughout the world. Its ,..first 
development was after the Franco- 
Prussian war, but’ it ‘was not: until 
twenty-five years ago that its exports 
firet assumed very large dimensions. 
Before the--war not less than 100,000 
persons were employed in toy-making, 
mostly in. Saxony around WNitirnberg. 
It was largely ‘a home ‘industry and 
furnished work for thousands of wome 
and children. , 
In 1913 the toy experts,to the United 
States amounted to nearly $10,000,000, 
but since’ then, owing to the British 
blockade, the volume of trade has sunk 
to perhaps less.than-a fourth. of. this 
amount. The neutral States Holland, 
Denmark, Sweden and Norway have 


bought more toys, but their increased 
trade has failed to make up the losses 


of the. transatlantic. business. Austria-} 


Hungary, too, has taken more toys and 
the home trade has been much tter. 
But, in spite of all this, the total sfrink- 
age in the annual turnover is estimated 
at between 60 and 70 per cent, 

It is said: that 1,500 kinds of German 
toys are now being made in, England 
and are being sold at the same prices 
as the original articles. In France the 
trade is being pushed and one factory 
alone has already made over a million 
dollars worth of dolls. A French bank 
has been organized to promote the in- 
terests of the toy trade. ‘The Japanese 
competition, too, is greatly feared, es- 
pecially in the American market.

in Boston Market.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 20.—The Amer- 
ican Wool and Cotton Reporter will say 
tomorrow.,: 

“A greater amount of wool was sold 
last week than for some time. Sales 
aggregated 7,000,000 pounds. Manufac- 
turers are. realizing that prices will be 
no lower and that Boston is the cheap- 
est market in the world today. Trans- 
actions have been chiefly on domestic 
wools. - They include all kinds of. ter- 
ritories, both graded and original, and 
also fleeces. 

“To a large: extent, activity in the 
woolen goods market has declined be- 
cause it is a between-seasons period 
and also because of earlier buying. A 
serious problem confronts producers on 
heavy-weight fabrics, and it is expected 
that fabric weights will be cut to the 
lowest possible points. 

“The cotton goods market has shown 
more, activity during the last week 
partly because buyers are beginning to 
realize the situation and partly because 
manufacturers have been willing to ac- 
cept prices somewhat lower than were 
noted a week or so ago. The export 
situation is being neglected to an ex- 
tent at present because the domestic 
situation compels the sale of goods to 
the domestic buyers. Some believe that

“The demand continues relatively 
large all through the.cotton goods mar- 
ket. Prices and the cost of production

Yet in spite of these 
qualities, and of his beauty, the posi- 
tiveness of opinions, he lags behind 
the robin, the sparrow, the redbird, and 
even the bluebird and martin in public 
esteem. His voice is raucous, but it is 
vigorous. He eats fruit, but destroys 
worms and insects to pay for his depre- 
dations. He is no coward, especially 
when any. oné threatens his young. In 
short, he is a hero and gentleman in 
seclusion.

BRITAIN LENDS AID 
10 HR SCIENTISTS 


Official Committee Gives Great 
Impetus to Development 
of Home Industries. 


PREPARING FOR TRADE WAR 


he see ne Reem | 
Progress So Far Indicates Possibil- 
ity of Complete Freedom 
from “Enémy’’ Goods. 


—— 


Reporting on its first year’s \work, the 
British official committee called into 
existence by an Order in Counefl, issued 
on July 28, 1915, for the purpose of cor- 
relating the activities of British uni- 
versities and high schools. and the lead- 
ers of British industry in such a way. 
as to increase the productive powers of 
Great Britain and thus make the em- 
pire a.more formidable adversary of the 
Central Powers in the trade war ex- 
pected to follow the present conflict, 
announces that it has taken steps to 
aid a score of scientific investigations 
of industrial importance and has, 
furthermore, made grants totaling about 
$30,000 to a number of individual re- 
search workers, both students and 
others. 

In sits report, which is dated Aug. 22, 
and copies of which have just reached 
this country, the committee, which is 
officially known as the Committee of 
the Privy Council for Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research and which includes 
many of the most noted scientists and 
scholars of the empire, draws attention 
to the extensive way in which the Gov- 
ernments of the several German States 
have aided private firms in perfecting 
their ideas in industry, and comments 
favorably upon the recent efforts being 
made in the United States to bring 
about closer co-operation 
academic scientific work and _ the 
practical side of the work of production, 
laying especial stress upon the success 
of' American universities in convincing 
the farmers that science was useful in 
agriculture. ‘ 


"$125,000 Set Aside for Werk. 


The initial amount placed by Parlia- 
ment at the disposition of the commit- 
tee for its work was £25,000, but for the 
current: fiscal year this has been in- 
creased to £40,000. Besides doing pioneer 
work in the British Isles*the committee 
has met with hearty co-operation by the 
Governments of Ganada, New Zealand, 
New South Wales, and Victoria, which 
have arranged for committees to work 
out the details of their part of the em- 
pire-wide scheme for industrial effi- 
ciency. 

Among the subjects of research work 
receiving special aid from the cémmittee 
are labratory glass, optical glass, tool 
steel experiments, properties of insulat- 
ing oils, properties and composition of 
alloys, hard porcelain, de-gumming of 
silk, tin and tungsten, and deterioration 
of structures of timber, metal, and 
concrete in sea water. 

After describing the scattered efforts 
made before the war toward bringing 
science and industry together for their 
mutes benefit, the reports says in 
part: . 

‘“*Yet the growth in the endowments, 
the income, the number of departments 
and the students of this great founda- 
tion still left much to be done in other 
directions. Other machinery and ad- 
ditional State assistance were absolute- 
ly necessary in order to promote and or- 
ganize scientific research ‘with a view 
to its application to trade and industry, 
but it needed the shock of the great war 
to make the need manifest. 

‘The outbreak of war found us un- 
able to produce at home many essential 
materials and articles. We were making 
less than a couple of dozen kinds of 
optical glass out of over a _ hundred 
made by our enemies. We could hardly 
make a tithe of the various. dyestuffs 
néeded for our textile industries with an 
annual output worth oveft £250,000,000 a 
year. We were dependent on Germany 
for magnetos, for countless drugs and 
pharmaceutical preparations, even for 
the tungsten used by our great steel 
makers and for the zinc smelted from 
the ores’ which our own empire pro- 
duced. 

“In the embarrassment of our many 
necessities, the Board of Trade ap- 
pointed on Aug. 25, 1914, a committee, 
under the Chairmanship of Lord Hal- 
dane, ‘to consider and advise as to the 
best means of obtaining for the use: of 
British industries sufficient supplies of 
chemical products, colors, and dyestuffs 
of kinds hitherto largely imported from 
countries with which we are at present 
at war.’ The committee through. its 
sub-committees, and in_ particular 
through that under the Chairmanship 
of Lord Moulton, attacked the problem 
of dyestuffs, besides other tmportant 
matters. After much negotiation and 
discussion a company was floated for 
the manufacture of dyestuffs with a 

ossible ordinary share capital of £8,- 

» againgt which the Treasury 
undertook to make advances up to a 
limit of £1,500,000, secured by deben- 
tures. -A grant of £100,000 for research 
was also promised to the company—the 
expenditure to be spread over a period 
of ten years. 

‘* Since science and industry were both 
indifferent to political. boundaries, a 
single fund for the good of the United 
Kingdom as a whole was intrusted to 
a single authority—a special committee 
of the Privy Council.”’ 


The Work ef the Committee. 


In giving the details of how the com- 
mittee is proceeding in its task of solidi- 
fying the ranks of British industry for 
the ‘‘ war after the war,’’ the. report 
says: 

‘““We also have under consideration 
the possibility of.inducing firms in some 
at least of our industries to assist. the 
progress of research by informing us in 
confidence of the problems they have 
in hand or in contemplation. But it is 
obvious that even this modest degree 
of co-ordination will be abortive unless 
the principal manufacturers are willing 
to trust the discretion of the council. 
There are indications of a change of 
view among certain firms which give 
us hope that a moré far-reaching co- 
operation may be possible, and we une 
derstand. that .the necessities of. the 
war have led to an exchange of in- 
formation once tenaciously reserved 
which may survive the present critica 
care and, if it does, will augur well 
‘or the future.” 

Treating of the educatfonal side of 
the work, the report remarks: 

‘* We have already made it clear that 
in our view. research in pure science 
should be as much our care as research 
in applied science; it is the necessary 
precedent of all industrial applications 
and the universities are peculiarly fitted 
to pursue it, although for the reasons 
already explained it is not possible to 
do much in this direction during the 
war. We.-realize to the full the im- 
portance of consultation with the Board 
of. Education and the Scotch Educa- 
tion Department in all matters which 
may affect the universities, and we 
are working in close co-operation with 
these departments. But. the nature of 
our work inevitably brings us into direct 
contact with the universities. and higher 
technical colleges, and we think that as 


our relations with these institutions 


grow closer and more continuous, . we | Octobe

It is de- 
clared to be one of the functions of 
such an organization as theirs ‘to de- 
velop co-operation: bétween. engineering 
firms on the one hand and universities 
and technical colleges on the other, so 
as to establish such “schools of 
thought” as exist in the research de- 
partments of. great Continental and 
American engineering firms; but can- 
not be fostered in the comparatively 
small establishments (and smaller re- 
search departments) of most British 
engineering: concerns.’

AUSTRO-RUMANIAN TREATY. 


Jonescu Tells How it Was 
Suggested by Bismarck. 


The reasons why. Rumania declared 

war on Austria-Hungary given to Count 
Czernin; the Austro-Hungariah Minister 
at Bucharest, mentioned for the ‘first 
time officially of Rumania being a mem- 
ber of the Triple Alliance, initiated by 
Germany and Austria in 1879, and ad- 
hered to by Italy three years later. - 
. Concerning this .membership, Tike 
Jonesu, Rumanian ex-Minister of the 
Interior, recently made some interesting 
revelations.to M. Tavernier, the special 
correspondent of the Paris .Temps, at 
the Rumanian capital. 

The Rumanian statesman told, M. Ta- 
vernier that after the Russo-Turkish war 
of 1878 the natienal aspirations of Ru- 
mania developed, and the hope of a 
greater Rumania dawned. .But the ques- 
tion of Southern Bessarabia led to a feel- 
ing of distrust between Russia and Ru- 
mania. Austria became jeglous of the 
Rumanian ideal and began pursuing a 
hostile attitude. 7 

When the statue of Stephen the Great 
was inaugurated at Jassy, the old Mol- 
davian capital, a Rumanian Senator 
spoke of the pearls that were missing 
from Stephen’s crown, and Austria de- 
manded an explanation. To meet the 
situation M. Bratiano appealed to Bis- 
marck, who said that he could do noth- 
ing to defend Rumania frém Austria,

To prevent the trouble that 
would be inevitable if Rumanian troops 
marched with Hungarians it was stipu- 
lated that in case of war Haly should 
send 40,000 men to fight beside the Ru- 
manians, ” 

M. Jonescu insisted to M. Tavernier 
that the treaty was forced on Rumania 
by Austria. He frankly blamed his 
country for not having broken away 
from it when the dangers of her being 
crushed had passed, and pointed out 
that Rumania’s attempt at emancipation 
when, in the second Balkan war of July, 
1913, she supported Serbia against Bul- 
garia, who was being helped by Austria, 
astonished and frightened Vienna, and 
was one of the causes of Austria’s mad- 
ness in 1914. He concluded: 

‘It is owing to this deadly alliance 
that we owe a large number of. our 
difficulties today. It is thanks to: it 
that so many Rumanian officers have 
studied in Germany: and Austria with- 
out any advantage to our arms. It 4s 
because of it that we have no artillery, 
infantry, mountain artillery, fortificea- 
tions in the Carpathians, or factories 
for munitions or guns. 

“If Austria thirty years ago could 
force an alliance on us by which we not 
only renounced our future but fell into 
our present servitude, what ‘would be 
our position tomorrow face to face with 
a victorious Austria, in Which the 
Magyars would be all-powerful? I know 
the Allies cannot help winning. If that 
thought completely satisfies my love of 
liberty and human dignity ft does not 
satisfy my patfiotic feeling as a Ru- 
manian. However, before long I expect 
to be satisfied in that, too.”

FLAG SPREADS ON PACIFIC. | 


Recent Addition to American Mer- 
chant Fleet the Turning Point.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The recent 
purchase of three large ships by the 
Pacific. Mail Steamship. Company 
marked the turning point in the for- 
tunes «of American shipping. on the 
Pacific, according to an official report 
made public tonight by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce. This 
purchase added 17,100 gross tons to the 
5,000 tons that remained of Amefican 
shipping on the. Pacific. 

Prior to the war the total American 
tonnage engaged in this trade was 90,- 
000 gross tons, “The war has cut down 
the ‘total shippin of all nations engaged 
in trans-Pacific trade from 380,000 gross 
tons to 280,000. 

Before the war American shipping 
comprised 21 per cent. of the total, 
British 30, and Japanese 33. Up to’the 
tiiné of the recent purchases American 
shipping had fallen off to 2 per cent., 
and British to 80, while Japanese had 
increased 55, and Dutch shipping from 
practically nothing to 13 per cent. 
English tonnage fell from 150,000 gross 
Japanese increased from 
125,000 to 155,000, and Dutch to 35,000 
tons. 

Japanese shipyards are taxed to the 
limjt. Orders fer ships from abroad 
have been refused, as the yards have 
booked orders for Japanese ships that 
will keep them busy for the next two 
years. The builders, however, are 
handicapped by a lack of material, and 
one company is buying all of its ma- 
terial from this country.

though badly handicapped by scarcity 
of materials. One Hong Kong com- 
pany is at work on eight ocean freight- 
ers for Norwegian owners. o more 
will be started as 3zoon as facilities will 
permit, and there are additional con- 
tracts for five oth?rs.
